Quite a few people ask me if it is safe 
to keep taking aspirin, year in and year out. 
So far as I know, it is. The only people I 
know of who are harmed by aspirin soon 
know-they must not.takeit-They seem to 
be, in a way, allergic to it. I know a woman 
whosé face swells up whenever she takes 
aspirin. In recent years we have had a good 
chance to find out if aspirin is at all danger- 
ous because many doctors have used the 
drug in enormous doses in an attempt to 
help people with rheumatoid arthritis 

Actually, as I remember, Dr. Harold G. 
Wolff, years ago made a study of human 
sensitiveness, he showed that.it hardly pays 
to take more than two aspirin tablets at a 
time, because after that it doesn't work any 
better. The amount of the calming effect 
obtained with two tablets is the same as 
that obtained with 10 tablets. : 

There are a number of drugs like that. 
They make me think of the man who has 
one key to his front door in his pocket. It 
doesn't help him to carry 10 more kevs. 
They won't do him any more good than the 
‘one does. The one does the job it was made 
to do. It is the same way with vitamins 
For instance: the amount ‘of Vitamin B12 
which will relieve the symptoms of a person 
With primary anemia is so small that one 
can hardly see it with the naked eye. Ex- 
perts tell me that it does not do any good 
to take a handful of the stuff.
